2. Of the Commet which appeared in April, 1577. 

T may not be forgotten, thar on Sunday April 22, 1577,there 

was a Commet ſeen in England, and curioully obſerved by 
the ingenious Mr Flamſied,at His Majeſties Obſervatory atGr-en- 
ich near London: as it was alſo by many Learned and wortl;y

April laſt,| Tt n is not believed by manyg'ſe vou nad received an Ac- 
count thireoſ before now | keaving of it ſirii tne 15th day, the next 
morning I aroſe to watch jor it : a»4 te the Eaſt, a little more than 
balf an bour before the Sun roſe. I ſue #t, and it ſeemed to have 5 or 
6 deg. N. latitude. Tye Star was of 4 pale Braſs-calour, and the Tail 
of a Saturnine Hue pointing uywaras,a little inclining,N.w,T ſaw it 
again the 17 and 18 days, and pircivued its motion was towards 
the Sunfor cviry day it appeared leſs than before. Tie 19 and 20 days 
T could not fee it at all. Tame hire affirmed to metrey ſaw it 16 days 
after ;, but I believe they were deceived mith a fight of the ſplendant 
Venus on!ly,which roſe glortouſly befoye the Sun. It (tavtled me much 
ta fnd it in  Englands Aſcendavt.I pray God beep you all 3a to: 59, 
Thus far my ingemous Friend, Dr. Ejta:gh, from whence way 
be noted theſe three things :
